London—According to the general expectations, today 


will surely bring a message from Meld Marshall Lord Rob- 
erts explaining his fighting for the past few days and giv- 
ing the eagerly awaiting status of the conflict with Gen. 
Cronje. All the war offices' information is said to point 
to Cronje's escape being impossible and it is now generally 
taken for granted that Roberts has him surrounded, but 
the continued silence, broken only by the laconic list of 
casualties, which tries the nation's nerves. 


Paardeberg Drift, Feb. 21—One of the costliest actions 


of the war occurred at Paardeberg Drift, Sunday the 18th. 
General j-Sel]y-Kenny, in 
his 
pursuit of 
Croaje, 


caught his rear guard at Klip Drift and followed 
the burghers to the Boer's camp at Koodooserand, The 
ford action began at daybreak, the British mounted infan- 
try driving the Boer rear gxiard up the river toward the 
main, body while another body of mounted infantry ma- 
neuvered on the right front and flank of the Boers. The 
British main body advanced to out-flank the Boers' carnp 
oa tho north bank of the river. Kelly-Kenny having 
seized the fords found the Boers strongly enclosed and or- 
dered an attack with the Highland brigade on the left and 
Knox's brigade in the center and right while Sniith-Dor- 
rietj's brigade crossed the river and advanced along the 
north bank. On both north and south banks the ground 
is level and the advance across this was deadly and British. 
losses were heavy. The battle was an exact repetition of 
Moader river. The soldiers were under heavy fire all day 
and tho Sghting had no definite result, as the Boers' eamp 
was well barricaded, and they remained therein. British 
guns shelled the cainp and the Boers confess to a loss of 
over 800 men. The terrific shelling was resumed Monday 
and Gon. Crosje asked for an armistice. The shelling was 
continued Tuesday, over fifty guns pouring lead into the 
Boers' camp.

Mr. Carnegie valued the entire prop- 
erty of the concern at cvsr $250,000,- 
QOO and claimed that "in ordinarily 
prosperous times"—not In these boom 
times, be "it- observed, but in times 
only ordinarily prosperous—he could 
sell thaproperty on the London market 
for £100,000,000, or not far from $500,- 
000,000. 


We are not to understand by this 


that Sir. Carnegie was boasting of his 
ability to confidence capitalists on the 
London market into paying $500,000,- 
OUO for property ivorth only $250,000,- 
000. A property yielding a profit of 
$40,000,000 a year might fairly be 
capitalised at $1,000,000,000 on s 4 
per cent basis, or double the larger 
sum named by Mr. Carnegie Even 
on a 6 per cent basis it would be capi- 
talized at close to ?G70,000,000, or 
$170,000,600 more than Mr. Carnegie's 
figure for tL« London market.
